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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. This action is in response to the amendment filed on 22 November 2004. 

2. Claims 1-10 have Ben amended. 

3. Claims 1-10 have been examined. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

4. Applicant's arguments received on have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Referring to the previous Office action, Examiner has cited relevant portions of the references as 
a means to illustrate the systems as taught by the prior art. As a means of providing further 
clarification as to what is taught by the references used in the first Office action, Examiner has 
expanded the teachings for comprehensibility while maintaining the same grounds of rejection of 
the claims, except as noted above in the section labeled "Status of Claims." This information is 
intended to assist in illuminating the teachings of the references while providing evidence that 
establishes further support for the rejections of the claims. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. However, in an effort to elucidate the applicability of the 
selected prior art, the Examiner has provided a riposte to the Applicant's arguments. With regard 
to the applicant's request to reconsider the rejections of claims 1-9 under 35 U.S.C 101, the 
Examiner is compelled to maintain these rejections because the claims as amended do not focus 
on a technological aspect, not do they further the progress of the technological arts. One of 
ordinary skill in the art broadly reading of the claims may interpret them to be directed towards a 
transistor radio, circa 1955. 
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With regard to the rejections of claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the Examiner has 
changed his grounds of rejection in light of the amended claims and specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, 
subject to the conditions and requires of this title. 

6. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. The basis of this rejection is set forth in a two-prong test of: 

(1) whether the invention is within the technological arts; and 

(2) whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 

For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must be within the 
technological arts. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e., abstract idea, law of nature, natural 
phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to promote the 
"progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as opposed to social 
sciences, for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory subject matter. For a process 
claim to pass muster, the recited process must somehow apply, involve, use, or advance the 
technological arts. 

In the present case, the recited steps of merely enabling a business model and an 
arrangement for enabling a business model does not apply, involve, use, or advance the 
technological arts since all of the recited steps can be preformed without the use of any 
technological apparatus, system or method such as, for example, a computer system, database, 
electronic circuit, or software application. These steps only constitute a method that is easily 
attainable without the use of any state-of-the-art devices or techniques. 
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7. Additionally, claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Specifically, claims 1-10 do not produce a useful, 
tangible, or concrete result. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

9. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stefik et al. (US 
2001/0008557 A1) in view of Applicant's own admissions. 

Claims 1-10: 

Stefik discloses the limitations of claims 1-10, with the exception of a specific reference to 
a mobile phone. Applicant, however, in paragraphs 0008 to 0010 discloses that watermarks are 
a well known technique, and then goes on to describe uses of the technique to include an audio- 
based signal from a mobile phone. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to combine Stefik with the Applicant's disclosure of watermarking and mobile phone use because 
Stefik discloses utilizing a watermarking technique during the distribution of digital files on a 
computer network.
